WATER ALL TAKEN 


BY THEjARMERS 


Kern River in California Never Reach- 


es Its Former Outset—Waters 


Consumed for Irrigation. 


The deep Kern river canyon, in the 


high Sierra country of California, is 
interestingly described in a report just 
issued by the United States geolog- 
ical survey. Altitudes in the Kern riv- 
er basin range from a few hundred 
feet at the mouth of the river's lower 
canyon to more than 14,000 feet on the 
headwaters over a hundred miles dis- 
tant. More than 50 of the peaks in 
the basin exceed K!,000 feet in alti- 
tude, and many of the lakes which 
feed the upper stream are at an alti- 
tude of 11,000 feet or more. 


Mount Whitney, the highest moun 


tain in the Whole United States, tow- 
ering 14,001 feet above sea level, over- 
looks the northern part of the Kern 
river basin from the east. 


Kern river rises in glacial lakelets 


among the high peaks of the Sierra 
divide and on the Kings-Kern and 
Great Western divides. 
It flows di- 


rectly southward about 70 miles, then 
southwestward to the mouth of its 
canyon a few miles northeast of Ba- 
kersn'i-lil. where it enters the south 
end of San Joaquin valley. No water 
from Kern river has reached the San 
.loiui'.iri in recent years. The water is 
all utili/ed for irrigation before It 
reaches the larger valley, and the 
Kern becomes a "lost river." 


The principal tributary 
of 
Kern 


river is its south fork. 
The basin is 


divided into two lesser basins, differ- 
in'j; greatly in topography. The. east- 
ern basn is charucterizf'd by compar- 
atively low. tlat. and irregular hills, 
separated by many intervening mead- 
ows, large and sn-all; it is drained by 
the South Fork. The western basin is 


• haracterizod by high glaciat.nl peaks 
and ridg.-.s and by deep canyons; it is 
drained by the main stream, which 
I'ows for a great par: of its length 
through

narrow canyon.

cultural ill-lift of the Southland 


CITY WELT. KNOWN. 


"I found," said Mr. Kerckhoff, "that 


the people of Germany, France, Italy, 
and. In fact, all the countries of Eu- 
rope, were familiar with the wonder-

"Occasionally 
one says he would 


rather use burned lime because it is 
more readily available. 
It is less read- 


ily available. 
The ground lime is al- 


ready in the available form. Further- 
more, there is no difficulty whatever 
regarding the availability of ground 
limestone. 
It Is too available." He 


then proceeds to give cases at Roth- 
amstead, etc., how readily the lime Is 
leaching out of the soil.. He further 
says: 


"Some people say that if you are 


going to use limestone it must be 
very finely ground—men who reason 
from just some theoretical standpoint. 
They do not have 
a 
true 
theory, 


because true theories, of course, are 
based on all facts; but based on a 
part of the Information that exists, 
they make the statement that lime- 
stone should be ground so it would 
pass through a sieve with a hundred 
meshes to the linear Inch. 
I have 


used twenty-three 
carloads of 
lime- 


stone on my farm, and I would pay 
more for limestone ground to pass 
through a quarter-inch mesh screen 
than I would to pass through a hun- 
dred mesh screen. 
Why? 
Because 


durability Is the great problem. If 
limestone is ground so it will pass 
through a ten-mesh screen, it is abund- 
antly fine; but I shall not be surpris- 
ed, when the information is all In, If 
it will be seen that a quarter-mesh 
screen will be sufficient." 


The coarser, the cheaper, and the 


extra expense in grinding finer can be 
In the coarser material that costs prac- 
tically nothing. 


When it is all very fine it all prac- 


t'c^lly dissolves at the same time and 
beains to all wash out.

Sacramento, to the State Commission- 
er of Horticulture, and read the bal- 
ance of his report. 


On account of the great deficiency 


of lime In our soils, it will be neces- 
*ary to add 25 to 30 to"s to the acre 
to restore It, and where the growers 
are addlno three to four hundred and 
more nounds to the tree, there will be 
abundant of the fine in the quarter- 


mesh material to soon become availa- 
ble.

for the payment of postage on matter 
of the first, second and third classes, 
and when used for the purpose, the 
matter to which they are affixed shall 
be treated as "Held For Postage," 
as prescribed. 


Section 9.—When parcels bearing 


ordinary postage stamps are present- 
ed for mailing, the senders shall! be 
required to affix parcel post stamps 
before the matter is accepted. 


Section 10.—-Parcels must be mail- 


ed at a post office, branch post office, 
named or lettered station, or such 
numbered stations as may designated 
by the postmaster, or delivered to a 
rural or other carrier, duly authorize! 
to receive such matter. 


Section 11.—Parcels must be pre- 


pared for mailing in such manner 
that the contents can be easily ex- 
amined. 


A parcel muPt.S;.not be accepted for 


mailing unless it bears the na;ne and 
addreFR of the sender preceded by the 
word "From." 


Section 
15.—If a parcel 
exceeds 


eleven pounds in weight, or is greater 
in size than seventy-two inches in 
length and girth combined, it must 
be refused, no matter how small the 
excess may be in the case. 


The law prescribes that a 


to be admitted to the parcel post 
shall not exceed seventy-two inches 
in combined length and girth. 
In 


measuring the length tho greatest 
distance in straight line between the 
two ends of the parcel shall be taken 
while the girth is the actual measure- 
ment by a tape encircling the parcel 
at its thickest part.

38.—When 
matter 
upon 


which the postage is wholly unpaid 
or insufficiently prepaid Is deposited 
at any free delivery post office, for 
local delivery, find the sender is un- 
known, notice of detention need not

It Was But Another Disaster of the 


Last Days ot the Poet's Life. 


Keats' way of love was by no means 


u way of happiness 
Tbe object of 


his passion was a Miss Kanny Brawne. 
whom he hud tbe fortune or mlsfor 
tune to meet at tbe Dilkes' bouse She 
lias become fairly well known tn Keats' 
bibliography as "a brisk mid blooming 
very young beauty of the far from un 
common Knclish hawk blond type" 


Her affection 
for Keuts seems to 


have been real, but limited by a ratber 
shallow emotioual capacity. 
His* for 


her was enfevered with doubts and 
questionings not only about tbe real 
ity of his feeling toward her. but 
about bis failing health and bis uncer- 
tain prospects. 
Disease had already 


weakened him when be met her. and 
between the Ore of disease and the 
fire of love his vitality was rapidly 
consumed 
Ixive proved to be but an 


other disaster to heighten tbe tragic 
suffering of the last eighteen months 
of bis life. 


When, finally, he went to Rome, ac- 


companied by the artist. Joseph Sev 
ern. be turned his back on love along 
with the rest of life. 
He died In Feb- 


ruary. 1821. and was burled In the 
Protestant cemetery, a place made so 
beautiful by the flowers that grow 
there the year through that it makes 
one "In love with death to think one 
should be buried In so sweet a place," 
as Shelley wrote not long before be. 
too, died.—New Vork Post

BUSINESS MEN AND RANCHERS LISTEN 


TO TALK ON FLOOD PREVENTION 


The movement for flood prevention 


launched at the recent business men's 
luncheon at the Westminster 
hotel 


has taken root In the San Gabriel val- 
ley. 
One of the men who attended 


the luncheon was E. P. Warner of Co- 
Tina. Warner arranged a conference 
of business men of Covlna with George 
H. Maxwell. Maxwell went to Covlna 
Thursday afternoon and explained to 
this conference the application of tho| 
Newlands river regulation bill to the! 
flood water problem of the San Ga-j 
brlel river, and the way In which the; 
bill could be still further made applic- 
able to that section by some slight ad- 
ditional provisions. 
At 
the 
confer- 


ence there were present among others, 
E. P. Warner, who acted as chairman 
of the conference; W. P. Watts, F. W. 
Gall, J. H. Simpson, J. R. Elliott, Dan 
Reir.hard. R P. Thorpe, W. B. Thorne, 
B. Miller, J. H. Coolman, J. L. Mat- 
thews, A. M. Seeley, W. Q. Custer, A. 
M. Pence, H. 8. Rogers and H. L. Mar- 
shall. 


A preliminaiy committee consisting 


of J. R. Elliott, Dan Reichard aad B.' 
F. Thorpe, was appointed to form a 
larger active committee of organiza- 
tion to cooperate with the Arizona 
and California River Regulation Com- 
mission of Los Angeles, and with the I 
National Reclamation Association. 


,Mr. Maxwell was accompanied to 


Covlna by his assistant, J. L. Keelyn, 
who will take up the work locally in 
cooperation with the above^ commit- 
tee, during the absence of Maxwell, 
who leaves for New Orleans on Satur- 
day. One point which was strongly 
brought out by Mr. Maxwell was thai 
the Newlnnds bill now provides for 
the acquisition of lands near exist- 
ing national forest reserves and add- 


ing them to the reserves—a provision 
that was inserted in the bill partlcu 
larly with a view to meeting the needs 
of 
Southern 
California 
for the ac- 


quisition of such lands and their re- 
forestration, as is so -necessary 
in 


places in the San Bernardino moun 
taina. 


Another point made clear by Mr. 


Maxwell WHS that it is just as neces- 
sary from the standpoint of maintain- 
ing navigation, that silt should be 
'-•opt out of navigable harbors as that 
It should be kept out of navigable 
rivers, and for this reason the New- 
lands bill may be made applicable to 
every stream in Southern California 
from which any silt-laden waters In 
time of floods might flow into the San 
Pedro harbor. 
The Appalachian bll', 


hf> said, was a recognition of the wis- 
dom of going to the source and re- 
moving the cause of silt deposits in- 
stead of confining the work of the 
national government to dredging out 
the silt after It Is deposited. 
That 


the government recosni/es its 
obli- 


gation to prevent navigable channels 
or harbors from being filled up with 
'•.lit, Mr. Maxwell referred to the con- 
structing of a 
diverting canal 
at 


Stockton built to keep the silt out of 
the channel at Stockton, and inciden- 
tally to protect the city of Stockton 
from floods. 


The interest shown at tho confer- 


ence ta Covlna was marked and in- 
flirates that the work of the Arizona 
and California river 
regulation 
is 


bringing good results and that it may 
mean a great deal more to Southern 
California than the 
development of 


the San Joaquin and Colorado river 
ralleys as the result of the passage of 
tl e Newlands mensure.

"Lordsburg," they 
say, "sounds too much like the back- 
woods and smacks too much of the 
mining camp of Nevada or Arizona."

Of course the Lordsburg folks know 


the Shakespearean quotation, "What's 
In a name? A rose by any other name 
would sirell as sweet," but Shakes- 
peare, notwithstanding, they want a 
new name for that active little city to 
the east of us. 


The Lordsburg Leader, voicing the 


sentiments of the people of that city 
for a'change of name, said, the other 
day, that It would be in favor of any 
sort of a new name for the city, so 
long as it got away from Lordsburg. 
The name La Verne Is proposed as a 
substitute for Lordsburg, because that 
is prettier sounding, has more of the 
Spanish air and Is altogether more 
melodious and is charming to the ear. 


The I ordF.burg Leader says: "This 


city is laboring under a handicap in 
a name that is the butt of ridicule. If 
there's anything to commend the suf- 
fix "burg," we will have to be shown. 
If there is a "burg" established in the 
last flfty years which has thrived to 
any great extent, we have yet to hear 
of it, and we have been looking up 
"burgs' with some care. As to 'Lords,' 
scarcely any one knows that this por- 
tion of the name is derived from the 
surname of an individual who chanced 
to own considerable property here in 
the early days. The almost universal 
supposition is that it is an expression 
of mistaken religious sentiment bor- 
dering on the ridiculous, if not sacre- 
liglous. 
In truth, it is sometimes 


scoffed at as 'Jesusburg.' "

Shall the State 
Inspect Nursery Stock? 


By G. E. Merrill, Deputy State Horti- 


cultural Commissioner. 


Mr. Rawley's paper at the California 


State Nurserymen's Convention sug- 
gestive of a centralized authority to 
direct the inspection of nursery stock, 
the desire of the nurserymen for one 
inspection and certification at 
the 


point of origin of inter-county 
ship- 


ments good all over the state, their 
general dislike of the county horticul- 
tural quarantine ordinances, as well 
as the feeling on the part of some of 
our county horticultural commission- 
ers that the present system of Inspec- 
ting inter-county shipments of 
nurs- 


ery stock is not perfect, all open the 
way for a thorough discussion of these, 
phases of 
horticultural 
quarantine. 


The public as well as those vitally 
interested in the matter should under- 
stand that horticultural 
quarantine 


laws are police regulations and that 
a township, a city, a county or a state! 
has the power to make such police j 
regulations as may appear essential 
to its welfare, provided they do not! 
clash with a higher authority. Our 
horticultural regulations pertaining to 
the inspection of nursery stock are de- 
signed primarily to protect the grow- j 
er. Nurserymen who grow clean stock ! 
in districts that are horticulturally 
clean ought to have little to fear from 
make an unprejudiced statement of 
themore obvious objections and ad- 
vastages of centralized state control 
of nursery stock inspection as com- 
pared with the system in vogue. We 
shall also try to show that the county 
ordinances are of value and that any 
propoised new system ought to con- 
template a substitute for them. 
i 


CENTRALIZED AUTHORITY. 


The administrative 
advantages 
of 


placing horticultural police work un- 
der one supreme head are so plainly 
te be seen that we shall give them 
no attention. 
The great objection to 


the adoption of a system of central- 
ized authority and consequent single 
inspection and certification lies in the 
chance that its adoption might result 
in a less vigilant scrutiny of suspect- 
ed stock. And all nursery stock is 
held under suspicion by the efficient 
inspector until it is proven to be clean. 
Under the present system of dual in- 
spection the last Inspection is made 
by an agent whose every interest 
should lie in the rejection 
of unfit 


stock. Under a single inspection an-i 
certification system at point of origin 
the chances are 
that the one who 


made the inspection would have only 
a mild interest in shipping clean stock 
in ;u;nthpr county. This objection, of 
course, can be overcome by the estab- 
lishment of a travelling corps of vigi- 
lant inspectors who would have no 
interest in passing the stock they in- 
spected. Such a system we believe 
would be far more costly than our 
present practice. 


Besides 
the 
foregoing 
objection 


there are practical difficulties to be 
overcome before the nursery stock 
inspection can be brought under the 
rtirecrion of a centralized authority. 
The changes in the law incident to the 
adoption of the system under discus- 
sion would be greater perhaps than 
many realize. Under the present law 
the 
county 
horticulturel 
commis- 


sioners are paid and appointed by the 
counties in which they serve, and we 
believe it to be one of the principles 
of equity that to the party that pays 
belongs the direction of those paid. 
Due largely to the observance of this 
Principle in the framing of our pres- 
ent laws the county horticultural r-Om- 
missionerf. are not now subject to 
more complete control by the stare 
hortir-ulfjral rorI;n:ieB!o^r 
To brinv 


tfif-rn

any less under direct utate supervi- 
sion. 


COUNTY ORDINANCES. 


Students of the situation are well 


aware that the various Inpect pests 
and plant diseases are not distrib- 
uted uniformly throughout California. 
They are also aware that In many 
cases the ravages of some of the most 
serious pests are restricted in area. 
They know, too. that there are in- 
"tances on record of insects becoming 
fests in districts that at one time 
wero thought even by experts to be 
immune from t^e ravages of these 
inserts. 
.And yet in the absence of ef- 


fective quarantine these insidious In- 
"aders have become established and 
have caused losses of thousands of 
dollars. 
Under these 
circumstances 


a county certainly is justified in pass- 
ing horticultural quarantine ordinanc- 
es to protect its welfare. These or- 
dinances are not only iustifiable, but 
they are 
well supported by public 


sentiment. They are not unconstitu- 
tional as one speaker at the Nursery- 
men's Convention stated. They cease 
to be constitutional only when they 
conflict with the state horticultural 
laws. By far the larger part of Cali- 
fornia's county horticultural ord'nnnc- 
es are thoroughly in accord with the 
state laws of this kind. Any new sys- 
tem that proposes the 
abolition 
of 


these' ordinances should provide for 
some substitute for them. Should the 
horticultural quarantine work become 
centralized, one of the first duties of 
the head of this authority would be 
nerhans the establishment of certain 
quarantine areas within the state from 
which the shipment of certain class- 
es of stock would be absolutely 
pro- 


hibited. 


CONCLUSION. 


Reports from the county horticul- 


tural commisslonery show that com- 
paratively little nursery stock of Cal- 
ifornia origin has been lost through 
the operation of our laws. They also 
.show that both domestic and foreign 
stnck was cleaner last year than ever 
before. Prom the standpoint of the 
grower we believe that our present 
laws are satisfactory. That they pre- 
vent the sale of much inferior insect- 
infested and diseaso-riddeu 
stock 
is 


certain. 
That blunders can be made 


in the enforcement we do not doubt, 
but any new system would be subject 
to the same objection. We believe that 
the present laws should be enforced 
in spirit always and to the letter when 
the occasion demands that they be so 
enforced. Would it not be well to 
wait another year at least before be- 
ginning a new experiment in horticul- 
tural legislation?

The United States geological sur- 


vey states that in Water-Supply Paper 
255, 
entitled "Underground 
Waters 


for Farm Use," just reissued, that no 
appliance either mechanical or elec- 
tric, has yet been devised that will de- 
tect water in places where plain com- 
mon sense and close observation will 
not show its presence just as well. 
Numerous mechanical devices have 
been proposed for detecting the pres- 
ence of underground water, ranging in 
complexity from the simple forked 
branch of witch hazel, peach, or other 
tree, to more or less elaborate mechan- 
ical or electrical contrivances. Many 
of the operators of these devices, es- 
pecially those who use the home-cut 
forked branch, are entirely honest in 
the belief that the working of the rod 
is influenced by agencies — usually re- 
garded as electric currents following 
underground streams of water — that i 
are entirely independent of their own 
bodies, and many people have implicit 
faith in their own and others' ability 
to locate underground streams of wa- 
ter in this way. In experiments with 
a rod made from a forked branch H 
seemed to turn downwards at certain 
points independent of the operator's 
will, but more complete tests showed 
that this downward turning resulted 
from slight and until watched for, un- 
conscious muscular action, the effects 
of which were communicated through 
the arms and wrists to the rod. No 
movement of the rod from causes out- 
side of the body could be detected, 
and it soon became obvious that the 
view held by other men of science is 
correct — that the operation of the "di- 
vining rod" is gene-rally due to uncon- 
scious movements of the body or of 
the muscles of the hand. The exjM?r- 
iments made show that these move- 
ments occur most frequently at places ;

The Board of Trustees of the City 


of Covina do ordain ,asr follows: 


Section 1.—It shall be unlawful for 


any person, as principal, agent, owner 
or employee, to commence or carry on 
•vrlthln the corporate limits of the City 
of Covina, any business, trade, calling, 
profession or occupation in this Ordi- 
nance specified without having first 
.procured a license from said city so to 
do; and each and every day or frac- 
flonal part of a day that said business, 
trade, calling, profession or occupa- 
tion In this Ordinance specified is con- 
ducted or carried on without such li- 
cense shall constitute a violation of 


ordinance; and any person who

i^oa or persons, or for any body cor- 
porate or otherwise, commence or car-

Three Hundred Dollars ($300.00)

ing ninety (90) days, or shall be pun-

Section 2.—It shall be the duty of 


the City Marshal to report to the 
City Clerk from time to time the 
names of.al^perspna, firms or corpora- 
tions conducting any business in the 
City of Covina contrary to the provis- 
ions of this ordinance, and the City 
Clerk shall thereupon issue to each 
such person or corporation 
entitled 


thereto a license, signed by the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trustees and 
City Clerk, and attested by the seal 
of said City, stating the amount to be 
paid for such license, the period of 
time covered thereby, the name of the 
licensee, and the business or occupa- 
tion licensed, and deliver the same to 
the City Marsha], who 
shall

with collect the amount of said li- 
cences and thereupon deliver the same 
to the licensee, and make return there- 
of to the Citv Clerk according to law. 
Provided that no license shall be is- 
sued hereunder to any rerson or cor- 
poration who, or any officer of which, 
within one year prior to the applica- 
tion therefor has been convicted of 
any crime or misdemeanor; and if any 
•person to whom a license shall have

time during the term of such license

be revoked. And if at the time ap- 
plication is made for a license here- 
under the President of the Board of 
Trustees, the City ^Clerk or the City

After the soil has been prepared to 


a derth of some fifteen inches, make 
a hole the proper depth, put in 2 or 
3 inches of sand and press the bujb 
firmly on its bed. 


If bulbs are to be potted, prepare 


potting soil of loam, leaf mold and 
sand in equal parts. Plant the bulbs 
generally so far that their tops just 
appear at the surface. To encourage 
root development, bury the pots to the 
depth of 6 inches nnd leave for four 
or five weeks. 
After this period of 


root-setting, warmth and water will 
cause the bulbs to flower. 
Plenty of 


Hauld mnnure should be applied af- 
ter the flower spikes appear. 


Single hyacinths and some 
other 


bulbs prow nicely in glasses. 
Place 


the bulb so that the base merely 
touches the water. Set the jar in a 
cool, dark place until the roots have 
had a chance to develop. 
Bring tho 


bulb to a cool, shady place and it 
will soon flower. As the water evap- 
orates, fill the jar, and when neces- 
sary to keep the water sweet, make a 
complete change. A small piece of 
charcoal placed in the water will help 
to keen the water pure. A little ni- 
trate of soda or saltpeter dissolved in 
the water will hasten the growth. Of- 
ten the hyacinth flower begins to 
open before the stalk forms. A paper 
cone inverted over the plant will help 
the stalk to grow. 


Chinese illy bulbs may be made to 


flower luxuriantly as follows: Remove 
the brown scale at the base of the 
bulb, but do not remove tho small 
bulbs. Gash the bulb from the top 
downward almost to the base. 
Make 


four gashes, cutting half and inch deep 
if the bulb is large. Cut a couple of 
gashes a quarter of an inch deep in 
each small bulb. 
Plant the bulb as 


stated above. 


After the flowers have died down in 


the spring the different varieties of 
bulbs should be lifted and put away 
in dry sand, and very often they can 
be used again in the fall. 


A good general rule for planting 


bulbs is to plant twice their depth. 
Make a hole with a trowel and, if the 
the soil is heavy, place a handful of 
sand at the base of the bulb. 
This 


•will assist the roots and prevent the 
bulb rotting. The crocus may well be 
used when planted close together aa 
edgings. A continuous display can be 
bad by alternating daffodils and tu- 
lips, placing the bulbs about 2 inches 
apart. Daffodils will bloom first and 
will be followed by the tulips. Forget-.
